The republican machine of Massachu-
setts lias In the past undertaken many
methods of coercion, but the action of the
members of that party who participated
In the meeting which nominated Albort
P Langtry as Its candidate for secretary
of the commonwealth gave an exhibition
unprecedented In the history of the State.

Repre-
sentative Washburn proposed that whon
the ballot was taken each member should
rls In hla neat, announce openly his
choice and then proceed to drop his
ballot In the box.

Creneli Writer Subject of Last I

novelist, Honore le Balsac, with refer-
ence to his place In literature, the signi-
ficance of hl work and the characicr
of the writer as portrayed In his works.

Honore de Balsac, said the speaker,
.. a man of remnrkable rapacity, be

was a genius In the Immense tun" of his
knowledge. This noted French urlter is
to lie compared with Napoleon; he was
a. great a master of InUMectual mater
ial as Napoleon was of the sclencn of
war. Balsuc possessed his ir.lmltnhlo
power by dint of hard work, his working
day having In It IS hours. Ho has been
characterized as a miracle cf energy, a
man of inexhaustible physical strength.

Piof. Myrlck quoted several times from
Bnlsac's novel, "The Wild Ass's Skin'
to illustrate the descriptive ability of the
writer and his character, Balsac's own
struggle against poverty Is incorporated
In rr.Huy of his productions. Balsac some-
where said of himself: "I have placed my
heart In the brain which never falls
nnd which survives all." And this was
literally true In his cose. Reason and will
wero the dominating factors In the great
realist's life.
